To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  in  the  County  of  Belknap  in  said 
State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Gilmanton  on  Tuesday,  the 
14th  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1 .    To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

1-A.  Shall  we  adopt  the  new  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-c  relative  to  expanded 
exemptions  on  real  estate  for  the  elderly,  changing  the  eligibility  requirement  that  a 
person  may  own  no  more  than  $35,000  in  assets  in  any  kind  to  a  requirement  that  a 
person  may  own  no  more  than  $50,000  in  assets  of  any  kind.  This  question  to  be  voted 
on  by  Ballot. 

1-B.  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-b  and  43-c  for  expanded 
exemptions  on  real  estate  which  provide  for  a  resident  65  years  of  age  up  to  75,  a 
$5,000  exemption;  a  resident  75  years  of  age  up  to  80,  a  $10,000  exemption;  a  resident 
80  years  of  age  or  older,  a  $20,000  exemption,  provided  that  the  resident  owns  the  real 
estate  individually  or  jointly  with  another  or  his  spouse  with  whom  he  has  been  living 
for  at  least  5  years  as  man  and  wife;  said  resident  had  a  net  income  of  less  than  $7,000 
or  combined  income  with  spouse  of  less  than  $9,000;  and  owns  assets  of  any  kind, 
tangible  or  intangible,  less  bona  fide  encumbrances,  not  in  excess  of  the  value 
specified  in  RSA  72-43-c,  III;  provided  that  the  exemptions  shall  be  based  upon  the 
assessed  value  of  the  real  estate.  This  question  to  be  voted  on  by  Ballot. 

1-C.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the  Gilmanton  Zoning 
Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board?  (Adoption  of  the  amendment  would 
change  the  procedure  for  granting  special  exceptions  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  to 
give  this  responsibility  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  rather  than  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. The  Ordinance  would  then  conform  to  State  law,  RSA  31 .72.)  This  question  to  be 
voted  on  by  Ballot. 

1-D.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the  boundaries  of  the 
Gilmanton  Corner  Historic  District  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  as  follows?:

a.  On  Route  107,  from  the  Prescott  Sargent  northerly  line  southerly  to  the 
southerly  line  of  the  Town  Pound,  400  feet  on  each  side  of  the  road;

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line  of  the  Peaked  Hill  Fire  Department,  400  feet  on  each  side  of  the  road. 
amended  boundary  description:

(Amended).  Ballots  were  unsealed  by  the  clerk  and  given  to  the  ballot  inspectors  for 
counting.  The  ballot  box  was  shown  to  the  voters.  Voted  to  close  the  polls  at  7:00  P.M.

1.  a.  During  the  calendar  year  of  1977  this  department  responded  to  three 
structural  fires.  Department  personnel  responded  to  a  total  of  forty-two  fire  calls  plus 
fifty  calls  for  the  medical  emergency  services  of  the  Gilmanton  Rescue  Squad  whose 
emergency  vehicle  is  housed  in  this  fire  station. 

b.  Average  response  time  on  all  calls  has  been  1.47  minutes  which  compares 
favorable  with  the  figure  of  1 .68  minutes  for  the  year  1976. 

c.  During  the  past  year  the  Central  Dispatch  Service  (Tel.  524-1545)  survived  two 
attempts  by  several  members  of  the  Belknap  County  delegation  and  Belknap  County 
Commissioners  to  severely  reduce  its  budget  and  to  require  raising  of  necessary 
funds  by  the  Town  budgetary  procedures  rather  than  through  the  County  budget. 
Both  efforts  were  defeated  by  the  concerted  efforts  of  concerned  fire  service  per- 
sonnel from  throughout  Belknap  County  and  supported  by  our  Selectmen.  Because 
the  Central  Dispatch  Service  is  the  nerve  Center  of  our  most  effective  fire  alarm 
system  and  is  a  major  factor  in  the  favorable  fire  insurance  rates  available  to  our 
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citizens,  we  must  all  be  alert  to  forestall  any  further  efforts  as  previously  indicated. 
Such  actions  could  either  destroy  the  Central  Dispatch  Service  or  seriously  curtail  its 
effectiveness. 

2.  a.  Major  items  of  equipment  purchased  include: 

300  feet  of  four  inch  hose;  with  Storx  quarter  turn  couplings. 
2  each  Survivair  packs;  Thirty  minute  size  plus  additional  hose,  valves  and  valve 
adaptors. 

2  each  Ziamactic  Walk-Away  brackets. 

2  each  Kohler-Wheat  rechargeable  hand  lamps. 

1  each  Adaptor;  Six  inch  female  (NH)  NST  to  four  inch  Storz. 

b.  These  items  of  equipment  have  been  purchased  through  the  Central  Pur- 
chasing office  of  the  Lakes  Region  Mutual  Fire  Aid  Association.  Consolidation  of  our 
purchases  with  those  of  other  fire  department  members  of  the  LRMFAA  has  resulted 
in  appreciable  cost  savings  to  all  participants. 

c.  The  posted  figures  as  costs  of  electricity,  gasoline  and  fuel  oil  of  course 
reflect  the  increased  costs  of  these  "energy"  related  items.  Every  effort  has  been 
made,  and  will  continue  to  be  made,  to  conserve  on  the  consumption  of  each  of  these 
expenditures. 

3.  Delivery  of  the  new  fire  engine  which  was  approved  for  purchase  for  this 
department  at  last  Town  Meeting,  March  12th,  is  now  expected  to  be  accomplished  in 
the  forthcoming  month  of  May. 

4.  Training  has  continued  to  be  an  on-going  program  of  this  department,  with 
constant  attention  and  improvement  to  this  area  of  responsibility.  We  do  recognize 
that  the  competence  of  our  firefighting  personnel  is  reflected,  primarily,  by  the 
training  successfully  accomplished.  A  most  successful  training  exercise  was  held  in 
cooperation  with  the  Alton  Fire  Department  on  Saturday,  November  12th.  This 
exercise  consisted  of  a  pre-planned  burning  of  a  residential  structure  on  Route  11 
within  the  business  area  of  Alton.  Many  facets  of  fire-fighting  experience  were  en- 
countered in  this  exercise. 

5.  MEMBERSHIP:  The  active  membership  of  this  department  totals  thirty-six  fully 
participating  members.  Seven  former  active  members  are  carried  on  the  Inactive  Roll 
of  the  department.  These  inactive  members  are  readily  available  to  provide  their 
experience  and  competence  in  case  of  need.  The  department  added  nine  new 
members  to  its  active  roll  during  this  past  year.  These  figures  attest  favorably  as  to 
the  good  will  and  esprit  de  corps  within  the  department,  and  further,  reflect  the 
desire  of  the  nine  indicated  new  members  to  commit  themselves  to  this  opportunity 
to  render  community  service.

The  Gilmanton  Rescue  Squad  during  the  past  year  responded  to  approximately 
60  emergency  calls.  This  is  in  comparison  to  the  40  calls  responded  to  in  1976.  Ad- 
ditionally the  Rescue  Squad  responded  to  all  major  fires  within  the  Town  to  provide 
both  medical  and  equipment  support. 

The  past  year's  training  included  an  Advanced  First  Aid  Program  consisting  of  70 
hours  which  resulted  in  several  new  members  joining  the  Squad.  Further,  regular 
monthly  training  and  special  courses  in  such  activities  as  Cardiopulmonary 
Resuscitation  (CPR)  were  conducted. 

The  Rescue  Squad  also  provided  medical  services  to  community  activities,  in- 
cluding a  special  blood  pressure  clinic  at  the  Smith  Meeting  House  Old  Home  Day 
activities. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  for  their  continued  support  and  we  are 
looking  ahead  to  another  year  of  making  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  a  safe  place  to  live.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town/city  responsibility 
(RSA224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester)  appoints  a  forest  fire 
warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town/city  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention  and  sup- 
pression activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when 
conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state 
sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  1  /4  of  1  %  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps  coordinate 
activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup 
personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893,  works  well,  for  New 
Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the 
United  States  for  the  past  25  years.

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GILMANTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Gilmanton  Iron  Works,  N.H.  03837 

Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission  for  the  Year  1977. 

The  Conservation  Commission's  major  undertaking  this  year  has  been  working  with 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  to  develop  a  plan  for  the  preservation  and 
improvement  of  Crystal  Lake  Park.  This  project  arose  out  of  a  concern,  shared  by 
many  other  groups  and  individuals,  that  Gilmanton  has  at  present  no  adequate  public 
swimming  area  for  its  citizens,  and  especially  for  the  annual  swimming  lessons 
sponsored  by  the  Parent  Teachers  Association.  A  number  of  alternative  sites  were 
considered,  but  none  seemed  feasible  under  current  budget  strictures. 

Members  of  the  Commission,  in  conjunction  with  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission, investigated  methods  of  funding  and  planning  improvements  at  the  Park  and 
of  limiting  access  in  order  to  protect  the  existing  and  planned  facilities.  While  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  will  bear  the  major  burden  of  planning  and 
carrying  out  any  project  at  Crystal  Lake,  the  Conservation  Commission  will  continue 
to  work  with  them  in  whatever  capacity  will  be  most  appropriate. 

Other  matters  which  have  come  before  the  Commission  include  a  number  of 
dredge  and  fill  applications,  all  of  which  have  involved  relatively  minor  projects  and 
have  been  routinely  approved.  The  dredging  at  Crystal  Lake  Park  has  been  heartily 
endorsed  by  the  Commission.  One  piece  of  property  on  Sawyer  Lake  has  been  of- 
fered to  the  Commission  as  a  donation.  Negotiations  are  in  progress. 

Future  projects  include  a  definitive  mapping  of  wetlands  to  determine  which  are 
of  sufficient  significance  to  be  considered  "prime"  and  thus  appropriate  for 
preservation.  The  development  of  a  plan  for  managing  the  town  forest  and  other 
town-owned  property  is  under  consideration.  The  services  of  the  professional 
forester  at  Hidden  Valley  Scout  Reservation  have  been  offered  to  the  Commission  for 
this  project.  The  Conservation  Commission  also  expects  to  work  with  the  Planning 
Board  as  that  body  turns  its  attention  to  the  development  of  a  comprehensive  town 
plan.  The  Town's  membership  in  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  will  con- 
tinue to  provide  an  important  resource  for  information  and  direction  in  all  of  these 
undertakings.

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STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT

Anyone  who  thinks  the  New  Hampshire  General  Court  is  just  a  place  for  those 
with  little  to  do  to  generate  a  lot  of  hot  air  hasn't  visited  Concord  during  the  1977 
legislative  session. 

Not  only  have  the  representatives  changed  in  character,  but  also  in  attitude.  The 
average  age  has  dropped  to  51  with  the  under-30  group  currently  numbering  71 .  There 
are  even  three  representatives  who  were  only  19  years  old  during  the  session.  The 
House  of  Representatives  also  now  boasts  106  lady  legislators,  the  highest  number 
in  the  nation.  And  state  representatives  don't  just  sit  there  anymore.  Almost  2,000 
pieces  of  legislation  were  considered  during  the  session,  an  indication  that  your 
representatives  want  to  work  at  state  government. 

Many  important  issues  were  considered  over  the  past  year,  not  the  least  of  which 
was  a  complete  examination  and  re-codification  of  our  election  laws.  Among  im- 
portant areas  affected  are  voter  registration,  absentee  voting,  public  availability  of 
checklists  and  voter  qualifications.  One  measure,  now  law,  which  I  sponsored 
prohibits  candidates  from  counting  ballots  on  which  their  name  appears. 

Other  major  areas  of  new  law  include  such  varied  measures  as  a  "sunset  law" 
which  requires  state  agencies  to  justify  their  existence,  establishment  of  a  municipal 
bond  bank  to  facilitate  municipal  borrowing,  and  mandatory  jail  sentences  for  any 
felony  in  which  a  fiream  is  used.  Consumer  protection  was  also  a  major  battle  cry  for 
legislators  this  year  with  topics  ranging  from  full-disclosure  on  condominium  pur- 
chasing to  regulating  automobile  repairs  to  establishing  a  safe-water  drinking  act. 

Of  the  nearly  2,000  bills  considered,  almost  500  concerned  local  municipalities. 
Among  these  were  three  measures  which  can  only  become  law  after  approval  by 
local  voters.  These  are:  expansion  of  the  elderly  property  tax  exemption  from  $35,000 
to  $50,000;  a  tax  exemption  for  wind-powered  energy  systems;  and  adoption  of  a 
standard  dog  control  law  for  dogs  running  at  large.  Other  new  laws  in  interest  to  such 
communities  as  Alton,  Barnstead,  and  Gilmanton  are  removal  of  the  $3,000  annual 
limitation  for  care  of  uncared  for  cemeteries,  initiation  of  a  penalty  for  not  filing 
completed  annual  property  inventory  forms,  and  extension  of  Vietnam  veterans 
benefits  to  those  who  served  before  August  5, 1964. 

My  own  efforts  apart  from  work  on  election  reform  legislation  were  as  varied  as 
the  entire  session.  Much  of  my  energies  were  directed  towards  trying  to  establish 
more  equitable  telephone  service  for  rural  New  Hampshire.  A  measure  permitting 
toll-free  calls  to  town  emergency  numbers  made  by  residents  within  the  community 
is  now  law,  although  it  should  be  expanded  to  include  all  local  emergency  services, 
even  if  they  may  be  in  another  town.  A  second  effort  in  this  area  involved  removal  of 
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all  toll  charges  for  calls  placed  within  the  boundaries  of  a  town.  Although  this  did  not 
pass  the  Senate,  it  appears  enough  pressure  has  been  placed  upon  the  telephone 
companies  to  generate  some  results.  The  jury  remains  out,  however,  on  the  final 
disposition  of  this  vital  issue. 

Another  major  concern  for  this  area  involved  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers' 
jurisdiction  over  our  waterways.  A  completely  separate  threat  to  state  and  local 
control  from  that  of  the  Coast  Guard  of  two  years  ago,  I  successfully  sponsored  a 
plea  to  our  congressional  delegation  to  take  action  to  curb  the  Corps'  jurisdiction. 
Unfortunately,  for  whatever  reason,  Congress  has  not  yet  been  receptive  to  our 
request. 

Other  legislation  in  which  I  took  an  active  role  as  sponsor  or  co-sponsor  in- 
cluded: control  of  hazardous  substances,  continuing  programs  for  the  Commission 
on  the  Arts,  and  revised  licensing  of  child-caring  and  child-placing  agencies. 

A  legislative  session,  however,  is  not  just  law  making.  It  is  also  listening  to  you 
and  weighing  your  opinion.  It  is  also  providing  information  and  assistance  to  you  at 
the  state  level. 

Although  the  1977  legislature  faced  many  of  the  complex  issues  of  our  modern 
society,  there  were  equally  as  many  left  unresolved.  Among  these  unsolved  issues 
are:  land  use,  population  growth  and  development;  returnable  containers;  gambling; 
wine  in  grocery  stores;  changes  in  the  drinking  age;  and  utility  regulation. 

Whenever  we  are  in  session,  I  will  resume  regular  office  hours  in  each  town.  But 
in  the  interim,  let  me  know  your  opinions  on  the  issues  of  the  day.  It  is  the  only  way  I 
can  reflect  your  viewpoints  in  Concord.  And  don't  hesitate  to  contact  me  with  either 
questions  or  problems  on  state  government.

Remember,  it  is  your  government,  and  its  responsiveness  depends  on  your 
involvement. 
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STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT 
Alton,  Barnstead,  Gilmanton,  District  No.  4 

In  November,  1976  you  re-elected  me  to  my  sixth  term  as  State  Representative 
from  the  Alton,  Barnstead  and  Gilmanton  area.  During  those  years,  I  have  worked 
hard  to  represent  the  people  of  this  area  and  to  make  their  concerns  known  in 
Concord  at  the  same  time  that  I  addressed  statewide  problems.  Now,  in  my  second 
term  as  Speaker,  I  am  in  a  position  to  help  solve  many  of  the  problems  which  you  and 
I  together  have  tried  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  state  officials  for  many  years.  I  am 
happy  to  report  that  the  legislature  is  moving  in  the  direction  of  creating  a  more  ef- 
fective and  efficient  state  government  and  that  my  efforts  to  improve  the  legislature 
itself  have  met  with  broad  support  both  inside  that  institution  and  among  the  people 
of  this  state  and  of  my  district.  Many  of  my  efforts  as  Speaker  are  the  result  of  con- 
cerns you  have  expressed  to  me  over  the  years  as  your  State  Representative;  and  I 
think  it  is  only  fitting  that  you  share  with  me  the  sense  of  success  and  ac- 
complishment that  comes  from  helping  to  make  your  state  government  work  the  way 
it  should. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  and  promising  changes  in  Concord  is  the  new  sense  of 
responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  legislature  to  oversee  an  ever-expanding  executive 
bureaucracy.  In  the  last  session,  the  legislature  established  a  joint  committee 
(commonly  known  as  the  "Sunset  Committee")  which  is  responsible  for  seeing  that 
all  state  agencies  are  given  a  regular  and  thorough  review  designed  to  improve  their 
effectiveness,  reduce  their  cost  and  even  to  eliminate  them  if  they  are  no  longer 
needed.  I  was  recently  elected  Chairman  of  that  important  committee.  For  too  many 
years,  government  at  both  the  national  and  state  levels  have  created  agency  after 
agency  without  giving  any  thought  to  whether  the  money  they  were  spending  was 
producing  the  results  intended.  As  Chairman  of  the  Sunset  Committee,  I  can  help  to 
accomplish  something  which  my  constituents  and  the  people  of  the  state  have 
repeatedly  mentioned  to  me  as  one  of  their  principal  concerns  —  the  growth  of  state 
government. 

Another  promising  sign  was  the  establishment  of  a  special  committee  to  review 
the  creation  of  licensing  boards  and  commissions.  That  important  committee  was 
established  by  a  House  resolution  which  I  supported.  Many  people  in  my  district  and 
throughout  the  state  feel  strongly  that  the  trades  and  professions  have  used  licen- 
sing requirements  to  protect  themselves  and  not  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  the 
general  public.  This  new  committee  is  one  more  attempt  by  a  revitalized  House  of 
Representatives  to  reduce  bureaucratic  red  tape  and  to  make  state  government  more 
effective  and  responsive  to  your  needs.  This  committee  and  the  new  Sunset  Com- 
mittee will  both  focus  on  the  need  to  periodically  examine  state  policies.  They  are 
part  of  a  new  spirit  in  the  state  legislature  that  is  not  afraid  to  ask,  "Whai  is  state 
government  doing,  why  is  it  doing  it  and  how  well  is  it  performing?" 

As  of  this  writing,  the  question  of  whether  we  will  have  a  special  session  or  not  is 
still  unanswered.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  voted  over- 
whelmingly to  insist  that  the  Senate  report  all  House  bills  that  it  receives  out  of 
committee  for  action  by  the  full  Senate,  just  as  the  House  does  for  all  Senate  bills. 
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For  years,  special  interest  groups,  the  Chief  Executive  and  executive  agencies  have 
used  an  antiquated  and  unfair  Senate  rule  to  kill  bills  without  ever  taking  a  vote  on 
them  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate.  Your  State  Senators  often  do  not  even  have  an  op- 
portunity to  vote  on  those  bills.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  members  of  the  Senate  will 
change  this  rule  so  that  an  equal  partnership  can  exist  between  the  Senate  and  the 
House  in  conducting  the  public's  business.  Your  "right  to  know"  is  one  of  your  most 
important  rights  because  you  cannot  vote  intelligently  unless  you  know  whether  your 
State  Senators  and  Representatives  are  voting  in  your  best  interest.  My  position  has 
not  been  popular  with  some  of  the  state  newspapers,  but  it  has  found  strong  support 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  among  both  Republicans  and  Democrats.  I  firmly 
believe  that  these  changes  in  the  way  the  legislature  does  business  will  bring  about  a 
more  open  and  effective  state  government.  All  of  these  changes  in  Concord  will,  I 
hope,  improve  the  delivery  of  services  to  New  Hampshire  citizens  while  reducing  the 
cost  to  New  Hampshire  taxpayers  of  providing  these  services. 

Last  year  the  legislature  passed  House  Bill  228  which  increases  the  amount  of 
money  to  be  given  to  the  towns  in  the  state  for  construction  and  rebuilding  of  town 
roads  (specifically  Class  IV  or  V  highways).  Under  this  new  law  money  is  collected 
through  a  1  cent  gas  tax  increase  and  will  be  distributed  to  the  towns  every  three 
months  based  on  the  amount  of  taxes  collected  in  a  previous  three-month  period. 

Estimated  payments  for  1978  under  this  additional  subsidy  program  are  as 
follows:  Alton,  $13,070.90;  Bamstead,  $11,826;  and  Gilmanton,  $9,897. 

The  following  figures  represent  highway  aid  distributions  from  the  state  that  the 
towns  in  our  district  will  be  receiving  in  1978.  Included  in  the  totals  are  the  additional 
subsidy  monies  listed  above.

The  work  on  Shellcamp  Pond  Dam  in  Gilmanton  was  finally  completed  last  fall. 
That  $42,000  project  provided  for  reconstruction  of  the  dam  and  repair  of  the  spillway. 
The  Suncook  Lake  Dam  reconstruction  project  in  Barnstead,  originallly  scheduled  for 
the  spring  of  1977,  was  delayed,  according  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Water  Resources 
Board,  because  of  unusually  high  water  levels  that  prohibited  draw  down  of  the  lake. 
Repair  work  for  that  $40,000  project  is  scheduled  to  begin  this  month  or  next  so  that 
the  summer  water  levels  will  be  adequate  for  recreational  use. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  informed  me  that  reconstruction  of  1 .2  miles 
of  New  Hampshire  Route  28  has  been  slated  for  1978.  This  $1  million  project  will  begin 
approximately  400  yards  west  of  the  Route  107  intersection  and  will  run  east  on  Route 
28.

1977  Annual  Report 

The  Planning  Board  holds  regular  meetings  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  P.M.  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  in  the  Town  Hall.  Work  sessions  are 
scheduled  on  other  dates.  The  dates  of  all  meetings  are  posted  in  advance  in  both 
town  Post  Offices.  Minutes  of  all  meetings  are  kept  and  distributed  to  town  officials 
and  are  available  for  inspection  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office.  All  meetings  are  open  and 
the  public  is  invited  to  attend.  The  Board  met  17  times  during  1977. 

The  Board  held  a  public  hearing  on  amendments  to  the  Gilmanton  Subdivision 
Regulations  this  past  June  and  following  the  hearing,  adopted  amendments  to  make 
the  regulations  a  better  means  of  guiding  growth  in  the  Town.  Property  owners  are 
reminded  that  any  subdivision  of  land  (splitting  a  piece  of  land  into  smaller  pieces  for 
sale  or  for  building)  requires  approval  of  the  Planning  Board.  Copies  of  the  amended 
subdivision  Regulations  are  available  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office.  Subdivision  activity 
within  the  Town  during  the  past  year  can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

Subdivisions  approved  16 

Total  new  lots  in  approved  subdivisions  41 

Total  acreage  in  approved  subdivisions  425 

Public  hearings  have  been  held  on  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Or- 
dinance. The  amendment  would  give  the  responsibility  for  granting  special  ex- 
ceptions to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  rather  than  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  Board  has  recommended  that  the  amendment  be  adopted  at  the  1978 
Town  Meeting.  The  Board  has  also  held  public  hearings  on  proposed  changes  to  the 
boundaries  of  the  Gilmanton  Corners  Historic  District  and  recommends  that  the 
boundary  changes  be  adopted  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Town  approved  joining  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  at  last  year's 
Town  Meeting  and  the  Board  has  since  received  a  considerable  amount  of  valuable 
assistance  and  information  from  the  Commission.  Help  is  currently  being  given  on 
starting  on  a  Master  Plan,  which  will  be  the  Board's  major  task  during  1978.  Work  is 
currently  underway  on  putting  together  a  community  survey  which  will  be  distributed 
to  all  residents  this  spring.  The  survey  will  provide  the  Board  with  valuable  in- 
formation and  opinions  to  be  used  in  the  development  of  the  Master  Plan. 

Gilmanton  is  presently  the  fastest  growing  town  in  Belknap  County,  having  ex- 
perienced greater  than  a  70  percent  increase  in  population  since  1970.  Now  is  the 
time  to  plan  and  prepare  to  accommodate  future  growth  so  that  Gilmanton  can  remain 
as  fine  a  place  to  live  as  it  is  now. 

If  adopted,  the  following  amendment  would  change  the  procedure  for  granting 
special  exceptions  to  the  Gilmanton  Zoning  Ordinance.  A  special  exception  is  a  use 
which  is  not  permitted  by  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  but  which  may  be  permitted  upon 
application.  (An  example  in  Gilmanton  would  be  a  business  or  commercial  use  in  the 
Residential,  Agricultural  and  Rural  District.)  New  Hampshire  Law  (RSA  31:72) 
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requires  that  special  exceptions  be  granted  by  the  Board  ot  Adjustment.  Contrary  to 
this  law,  the  Gilmanton  Zoning  Ordinance  now  gives  this  responsibility  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  It  would  be  necessary  to  make  all  the  changes  as  one  amendment  so 
that  all  the  references  in  the  Ordinance  are  corrected. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  as  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  to  the  zoning  ordinance  as  follows?: 

Article  II  Districts 

Change  Section  1  .b  General  Business  and  Commercial  District: 

Present  section  b. 

b.  Buildings  and/or  land  in  this  district  may  be  used  for  such  purposes  as  are 
normally  identified  as  being  for  business,  commercial  or  industrial  purposes  but 
not  excluding  those  uses  applicable  to  the  General  Residential,  Agricultural  and 
Rural  District  provided  for  in  paragraph  2,  below. 

Proposed  section  b. 

b.     Permitted  Uses  —  Buildings  and/or  land  in  this  district  may  be  used  for: 

(1)Business.  commercial  or  industrial  purposes. 

(2)    Any  use  permitted  in  the  General  Residential,  Agricultural  and  Rural  District. 

Add  to  Section  2.  General  Residential,  Agricultural  and  Rural  District  proposed  new 
sections  a.  and  b.  would  spell  out  permitted  uses  and  uses  permitted  by  special 
exception: 

a.  Permitted  Uses 
(1)Single  family  dwelling 

(2)  Home  occupation  or  professional  office  accessory  to  a  dwelling.  Residences  may 

house  such  uses  by  the  owner  or  tenant  as  offices  for  doctor,  engineer,  ar- 
chitect, lawyer,  real  estate,  insurance  or  other  recognized  profession,  or  such 
home  occupation  as  hairdressing,  dressmaking,  manufacturing  of  craft  or  food 
products  for  sale,  provided  that  there  are  no  more  than  three  paid  employees  on 
the  premises  other  than  the  operator  of  the  business. 

(3)  General  farming  and  agriculture. 

(4)  Accessory  building  or  use  incidental  to  the  principal  structure  or  use. 

b.  Uses  Permitted  by  Special  Exception  —  The  uses  listed  below  may  be  permitted 
by  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  provided  that  the  following  conditions  have  been 
met: 

•the  specific  site  is  an  appropriate  location  for  such  a  use 
•there  is  adequate  area  for  safe  and  sanitary  sewage  disposal 
•the  use  will  not  adversely  affect  the  adjacent  area 
•there  will  be  no  nuisance  or  hazard  created 

•adequate  and  appropriate  facilities  will  be  provided  for  the  proper  operation  of  the 
proposed  use. 
(1)  Commercial  or  business  use.

(2)  Apartments  constructed  by  interior  alterations  to  an  existing  structure. 

(3)  Church. 

(4)  Public  use  or  building. 

Delete  Section  3.  (Reterence  to  business  and  commercial  uses  would  be  contained 
in  Section  2. b  above.) 
Present  Section  3  to  be  deleted: 

3.  For  use  of  land,  buildings  and  structures  for  business,  commercial  or  industrial 
purposes,  see  paragraph  2,  ARTICLE  IV  below.

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board  for  their  interest  in  and  support  of  the 
Commission's  programs.  This  letter  will  serve  as  a  report  to  the  Town  of  the 
assistance  provided  during  the  past  year,  the  first  year  that  Gilmanton  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Commission. 

The  work  program  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  has  two  primary 
objectives:  (1)  to  support  local  community  planning  efforts  by  providing  assistance 
and  information  to  Selectmen,  Planning  Boards  and  other  community  officials,  and 
(2)  to  undertake  studies  of  regional  issues  and  problems  which  are  of  importance  to 
all  towns  in  the  Region. 

The  following  assistance  and  information  was  provided  directly  to  Gilmanton  this 
past  year.  At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  list  of  the  winter  road  plowing 
policies  of  other  towns  in  the  area  was  compiled.  The  Commission  carried  out  a 
technical  review  of  subdivision  regulation  amendments  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  and  later  typed  and  printed  copies  of  the  adopted  regulations.  Technical 
review  was  also  provided  to  the  Planning  Board  on  the  amendment  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  proposed  for  adoption  at  the  1978  Town  Meeting.  The  Commission  has 
helped  the  Board  begin  work  on  a  Master  Plan  by  providing  copies  of  questionnaires 
that  may  be  used  to  conduct  an  attitude  survey  of  the  Town.  The  Planning  Board  was 
also  given  a  series  of  environmental  inventory  maps  which  will  be  of  use  both  in 
evaluating  subdivision  proposals  and  in  providing  background  information  for  the 
development  of  the  Master  Plan.  The  Commission  also  met  jointly  with  the  Con- 
servation Commission,  Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  to  explain  the 
procedure  for  securing  BOR  funding  for  the  improvement  of  Crystal  Lake  Park  and  to 
explain,  in  general,  the  Commission's  work  program  and  types  of  assistance  that 
could  be  provided.  A  map  of  the  Gilmanton  Corners  Historic  District  was  prepared 
and  printed  and  copies  provided  to  the  Historic  District  Commission. 

Regional  programs  and  studies  which  the  LRPC  has  initiated  include; 
development  of  a  regional  land  use  plan  which  sets  out  policies  for  growth  patterns, 
economic  development,  transportation,  public  facilities,  open  space  and  recreation 
and  defines  objectives  which  the  policies  are  designed  to  achieve;  recommendations 
for  action  to  protect  water  quality  resulting  from  continued  work  on  the  208  Water 
Quality  Management  Plan,  including  special  testing  procedures  to  identify  water 
pollution  resulting  from  failing  septic  systems;  development  of  an  economic  base 
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analysis  and  overall  economic  plan  which  will  lead  to  continued  EDA  funding  for 
municipalities  in  the  Region;  finalizing  a  Mass  Transit  Plan  for  the  Region,  identifying 
such  issues  as  fixed-route,  fixed-schedule  service  and  the  necessity  of  subsidized 
funding  to  achieve  such  a  plan;  conducting  meetings  with  the  N.H.  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  Highways  to  provide  information  to  the  towns  regarding  highway 
projects  under  construction  or  consideration;  and  an  extended  program  of  citizen 
participation  and  education,  such  as  the  Law  Lecture  Series  which  was  well  attended 
and  highly  praised  by  those  attending. 

The  Planning  Commission  meets  regularly  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  each  month. 
Meeting  locations  rotate  among  communities  in  the  Region  so  that  each  town  has  an 
opportunity  to  host  a  meeting.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  general  public  and 
visitors  are  invited  to  attend.  Gilmanton's  representatives  to  the  Commission  are 
Carolyn  Baldwin  and  Richard  Bohannon.

REPORT  OF  SOLID  WASTE  DISPOSAL  COMMITTEE 

The  Gilmanton  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Committee,  consisting  of  ten  volunteers, 
has  met  eight  times  since  the  1977  Town  Meeting.  An  official  committee  of  five 
members  is  being  appointed  at  this  time  from  these  ten  volunteers.  (The  Town 
signed  a  contract  for  five  years  with  the  Lakes  Region  Disposal  Company  in  Sep- 
tember.) 

We  have  had  several  meetings  with  Mr.  McSweeney  of  the  New  Hampshire  EPA 
in  order  to  clarify  the  laws  and  regulations  which  we  must  adhere  to  in  selecting  a 
solid  waste  disposal  system.  We  have  talked  to  the  Selectmen  and  solid  waste 
disposal  groups  from  neighboring  towns  to  learn  from  their  experiences.  We  have 
gathered  information  on  incineration,  recycling  and  landfill  to  study  to  help  us  to 
make  future  recommendations. 

We  have  inspected  a  Gilmanton  soils  map  and  have  chosen  two  sites  to  study 
further  for  possible  sanitary  landfill.  Some  money  for  test  boring  fees  will  be  required 
to  do  a  thorough  study  of  these  sites. 

So  far,  we  have  concluded  that  landfill  will  be  the  least  expensive  method  of  solid 
waste  disposal  if  a  suitable  site  can  be  found.  We  have  also  concluded  that  eventually 
the  citizens  of  Gilmanton  will  have  to  separate  solid  waste  for  recycling,  no  matter 
what  method  of  disposal  we  have. 

We  would  recommend  the  formation  of  an  authoritative  advisory  board  to  the 
Selectmen  to  help  in  future  technical  decisions  such  as  solid  waste  disposal. 

We  will  continue  to  study  possible  solutions  to  the  solid  waste  disposal  problem 
and  present  our  recommendations  yearly  to  the  Town.

Foreword  of 
The  History  of  Gilmanton,  N.H.,to1875 

For  over  one  hundred  years,  the  eight  handwritten  volumes  of  William  Badger's 
History  of  Gilmanton  lay  in  the  vault  of  the  Gilmanton  Town  Hall.  They  record  the 
thirty  years  following  the  1845  printing  of  Daniel  Lancaster's  History  of  Gilmanton. 

Several  attempts  have  been  made  over  the  years  to  edit  and  print  Badger's  ac- 
count of  the  development  of  Gilmanton,  but  none  were  fruitful  until  the  current  un- 
dertaking by  the  Gilmanton  Historical  Society. 

In  order  that  Gilmanton  might  properly  celebrate  the  nation's  Bicentennial,  the 
Historical  Society  formed  a  Bicentennial  Committee.  This  group  included  Chairman 
Harold  B.  Brinig,  Mrs.  Mary  F.  Brinig,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  George  Bingham,  George  B. 
Roberts,  Jr.,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Joseph  McGonagle,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Harold  Griffen,  Colonel  & 
Mrs.  Edgar  Stubbs,  Edward  Jerome,  Raymond  Scheublin,  James  Beck,  Mr.  &  Mrs. 
George  Page,  Darryl  Thompson  and  Secretary  Doris  Jones.  This  group  determined 
that  publishing  Captain  Badger's  History  would  be  an  appropriate  project  and  a 
satisfactory  device  for  adding  depth  to  Gilmanton's  celebration. 

Funds  for  this  work  were  appropriated  by  the  Town,  and  a  matching  grant  was 
obtained  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Bicentennial  Commission. 

The  arduous  task  of  typing  the  author's  handwritten  volumes  was  completed  by 
seven  interested  local  ladies:  Mary  Adel,  Fay  Anders,  Doris  Jones,  Melba  LaRoche, 
Nancy  Lines,  Betty  Smithers  and  Bonnie  Whelan. 

The  Gilmanton  Historical  Society  is  indebted  to  Philip  Zea,  who  edited  the  text 
with  skill  and  affection,  and  to  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society  without  whose 
interest  this  book  might  never  have  become  a  reality. 

The  chapter  on  the  military  history  of  Gilmanton  during  the  Civil  War  was 
researched  and  written  especially  for  this  work  by  Albert  V.  Fisher  whose  dedication 
to  the  interests  and  history  of  Gilmanton's  fighting  men  in  both  the  Revolution  and 
the  Civil  War  is  well-known. 

Finally,  because  of  his  special  interest  in  the  history  of  Gilmanton,  the  edited 
manuscript  of  this  book  was  given  to  Attorney  George  Otis  Page  of  Gilmanton  Iron 
Works  for  pre-printing  approval  of  facts  and  an  expert's  view  on  errors  of  omission  or 
commission.  Mr.  Page's  written  comments  of  February  20, 1977  follow: 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  this  is  an  important  work  and  should  stand  as  close  to  the 
original  work  as  possible.  There  are  substantive  reasons  for  this  attitude.  For  in- 
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stance,  there  is  a  widely  held,  but  mistaken  belief  that  the  railroads  caused  this 
area's  decline.  The  author  of  this  work  correctly  brings  into  focus  the  vital  and  ef- 
fective part  played  by  the  railroads  in  the  development  of  Gilmanton. 

"He  also  suggests  the  orderly  transition  from  the  dependence  on  water  power  to 
steam  power. . . .  a  transfer  of  critical  importance  to  our  later  history. 

"While  it  is  unlikely  every  important  fact  of  the  period  is  included,  the  key  facts 
are  here,  and  they  are  supported  by  an  eyewitness  account  of  the  time,  and  how  this 
town,  the  Academy,  and  the  mills  at  the  Iron  Works  contributed  to  our  nation's 
growth. 

"That  should  be  sufficient.  To  change  it  too  much  would  be  to  lose  the  color."

There  were  a  total  of  27,539  lunches  served  with  milk,  an  additional  5,381  half  pints 
of  milk  were  used  by  students  at  a  charge  of  five  cents  under  the  Special  Milk 
Program.  Lunches  were  served  180  days  with  an  average  daily  participation  of  156. 
Each  lunch  cost  an  average  of  .6640  cents  to  serve.  This  does  not  include  the  value  of 
government  food  used.  The  program  utilized  about  $2,562  (wholesale  value)  in 
government  donated  foods. 

In  view  of  the  increased  food  and  milk  prices,  I  feel  we  are  very  fortunate  not  to 
have  to  raise  our  lunch  and  milk  prices  at  this  time.  The  kitchen  staff,  headed  by 
Candace  Willard,  works  very  hard  to  control  expenses  and  have  certainly  been 
responsible  for  the  success  of  this  program.

It  is  with  great  pleasure  and  honor  that  I  present  to  you  for  the  fifth  year  this  annual 
report  for  the  Gilmanton  School  District. 

I  believe  we  have  had  a  good  year  filled  with  meaningful  educational  activities  at  all 
grade  levels.  However,  we  are  continually  pressed  for  physical  space  and  the 
mounting  pressure  over  the  past  two  years  has  built  to  the  point  where  we  must  fear 
for  the  quality  of  education  in  our  school  if  something  isn't  done  to  alleviate  what  is 
rapidly  becoming  a  problem  of  crisis  proportion. 

The  Gilmanton  Elementary  School  was  built  ten  years  ago  for  the  future.  The  future 
is  here,  the  school  is  full,  and  we  must  make  it  larger.  I  can  think  of  no  simpler  or 
succinct  way  to  state  the  matter. 

The  Gilmanton  Building  Committee  has  put  in  over  a  year  and  a  half  of  substantial 
effort  not  only  in  developing  a  plan  for  enlargement  but  educating  the  community  as 
to  the  need  for  enlargement. 

We,  of  the  school  district  administration,  accept  the  challenge  of  "making  do"  with 
the  facilities  presently  at  hand.  But  without  some  sort  of  relief,  we  cannot  promise 
that  the  program  will  continue  to  operate  at  its  present  highly  satisfactory  level.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Gilmanton  School  District  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1976,  which  was  made  by 
this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  District.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed 
are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the  School 
Board,  School  District  Treasurer,  and  School  Lunch  Program. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

General  Fund: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  (Exhibit  A-1 ) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  which  discloses  the  financial  condition  of  the  General 
Fund  as  of  June  30, 1975  and  June  30, 1976  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1 . 

As  indicated  in  Exhibit  A-1,  the  current  surplus  of  the  District  increased  by  $2,427, 
from  $20,863  to  $23,290  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1976. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Current  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  current  financial  condition  of  the  School  District 
during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change 
indicated  therein.  These  were  as  follows:

Comparative  statements  of  General  Fund  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1976,  are  presented 
in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  A-4)  a  net 
unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of  $13,862,  plus  a  revenue  surplus  of  $140, 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $14,002. 

Long-Term  Indebtedness: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  As  of  June  30, 1975  and  June  30, 1976:  (Exhibit  A-5) 

The  outstanding  Long-Term  Indebtedness  of  the  District  as  of  June  30, 1975  and 
June  30, 1976  is  shown  in  the  Comparative  Balance  Sheets  presented  in  Exhibit  A-5. 

As  indicated  in  Exhibit  A-5,  the  long-term  debt  of  the  School  District  decreased 
from  $110,000  to  $100,000  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1976. 

Statement  of  Debt  Service  Requirements:  (Exhibit  A-6) 

A  statement  showing  annual  Debt  Service  Requirements  (principal  and  interest)  as 
of  June  30, 1976  is  presented  in  Exhibit  A-6.

A  classified  statement  of  General  Fund  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30, 1976,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of 
accounts  is  presented  in  Exhibit  B-1 . 

SCHOOL  TAX  ACCOUNT 
Statement  of  School  Tax  Accounts:  (Exhibit  E) 

Exhibit  E  presents  a  statement  of  the  School  Tax  Account  with  the  Town  of 
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Gilmanton  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1976.  As  indicated  therein,  the  School 
District  had  received  from  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  the  total  amount  of  the  1975-76 
School  Tax  of  $378,500. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Note,  Bond  and  Coupon  Register: 

Provisions  of  R.S.A.  33:12  (Municipal  Finance  Act)  provide  that: 
"The  treasurer  of  every  municipal  corporation  shall  keep  a  register,  in  such 
form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  Administration, 
which  shall  state  the  denomination,  number  and  date  of  every  bond  or  note 
issued  by  the  municipality,  the  time  when  and  the  place  where  the  principal 
thereof  and  interest,  if  any,  thereon  are  payable  and  such  other  information 
as  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  Administration  may  prescribe.  The 
Commissioner  of  Revenue  Administration  shall  inspect  the  register  provided 
for  herein  whenever  it  shall  make  any  audit  of  the  accounts  of  a  municipal 
corporation." 
The  Gilmanton  School  District  Treasurer  did  not  maintain  such  a  register  as 
required  by  the  above  quoted  statute.  It  is  recommended  that  the  School  District 
Treasurer  immediately  set  up  and  maintain  a  register  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  R.S.A.  33:12. 
Student  Activities  Fund  and  Athletic  Fund: 

The  above  funds  were  not  audited  at  this  time.  The  individuals  in  charge  of  the 
funds  did  not  maintain  complete  records  or  bank  statements.  Cancelled  checks  were 
missing,  invoices  were  not  available  and  the  records  of  receipts  were  inadequate. 

Steps  were  taken  to  correct  this  situation.  It  was  recommended  that  a  receipt 
register  be  immediately  kept,  invoices  and  payments  be  matched,  and  monthly 
reports  shall  be  made  to  the  District.  These  records  will  be  available  for  future  audits. 

CONCLUSION 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated, 
require  that  the  auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of 
transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  School  District. 
Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained  in  this  audit  report  is  optional  at  the  discretion 
of  the  School  Board.  This  letter,  however,  must  be  published  in  its  entirety. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  School  District  for  their 
assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.
